Tlie standnrd of weight for 
growing* children, that usually fclvcn 
by outlioriticn iu tlte matter. U that at 
fire year* of ngv a child should wcIgH 
about as many |*nitnds as it Is inch vs 
hi^Ii. As a rule, this will not he much 
over or under forty pounds. Children 
who come of large parents should 
Weigh something more than that. The 
rate of tnetwiac should be nlv'Ut two 
pounds for every luck of growth, with 
a tendency for the weight to exceed 
this standnnl pmp<irti<>nately rather 
than to fall below It.
